Ordinan@ directing the Wabash and 
Rock Islan -ailroads to abolish grade

will be introduted in the Municipal As- 
sembly Tuesday evening. 

Two sets of ordinances will be sen‘ 
in by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, one providing thr the city pay 
the consequential land damages to 
abutting property and the other provid- 
ing that this cost be borme by the rail- 
roads, in addition to the expense of 
separating the grades. 

‘The Board of Public Improvements 
favors the ordinances requiring the 
city to pay the consequential damages, 
believing that in the interest of hu- 
manity the grade crossings should be 
eliminated as quickly as possible with- 
out going into.~a long legal fight to de- 
termine whether the city or the rail- 
roads should pay the damages. Investi- 
gation of the Coroner’s records recent- 
ly by the Post-Dispatch showed that 
in the last five years 70 persons have 
‘been killed on railroad grades. 

The railroads have agreed to build 
the grade crossings, provided the city 
would pay the Tand @amages, which in 
most cases will be comparatively small. 

Pians Submitted to Roads. 

The plans and specifications for all 
the grade crossings have been submit- 
ted by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to. the officials of the Wabash 
and Rock Island railroads. The Wa- 
bash officials requested the board to 
elevate the city streets five feet at each 
grade crossing, but the city fixed the 
elevation at four feet in the ordinances. 
This difference of a foot amounts to a 
large sum of money for railroads, as 
the depressed tracks will have to go 
@ foot deeper than they would under 
a five-foot elevated street. 

The presentation of these ordinances 
is @ part of a general plan to eliminate 
all the grade crossings in St. Louis. 
The board has already submitted an 
ordinance to abolish the Union avenue 
grade crossing of the Terminal Railroad 
As rapidly as ordinances 
can be prepared the board will present 
bills for the abolition of all the grade 
crossings in 8t. Louis. 

President Reber of the board told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday that the 
 gttitude of the Rock Island has caused 
= considerable delay in getting the or- 

- @inances to the Municipal Assembly. 

_ The bills were ready for introduction 
ten days ago, but the Rock Island 
_ pleaded for more time to investigate. 
Chief Engineer Berry is now in St. 
Louis checking up the plans for the 
separation of the grades, as prepared 
by the Boarg of Public Improvements. 
He had an ‘appointment for a confer- 
ence with the Board in the afternoon. 


‘Wants to Elevate Tracks. 
It is probable that Berry will ask 


that the streets be depressed at the 
West End crossings, permitting the 
railroad tracks to be elevated. The 
board's plans provide for the elevation 
of the streets and the depression of the 
tracks.

One day while her mother was out, 
Struck asserts, Mrs. Struck packed her 
trunk and moved to the Hotel Jefferson. 
She wrote to Struck for money, he al- 
leges, and when he sent it she went to 
Chicago. Returning to the Jéfferson, 
she telegraphed him that she had lost 
her pocketbook and must hav emore 
money.

Rigorously questioned on _ inci- 
dents of his life back to the time 
he was six years old. 

Made to walk a tape stretched 
along the floor. 

Made to squat down on his heels 
and then rise again, his eyes blind- 
folded, time after time. 

Tapped on the tendon above the 
heel with the little silver hammer.

“BOSTON, May 14.—With the decision 
as to the fate of the Rev. Clarence V. T. 
Richeson, the former St. Louisan, due 
today, extra precautions have been 
adopted in guarding the prisoner, ate to 
a fear that he will try to cheat the 
electric chair, if Gov. Foss finds from 
the aliensts’ report that he is sane. 

The vigilence is caused by thé dis- 
covery that Richeson has recently tried 
to bribe a jail trusty to buy poison for 
him. <An official in the case is at- 
thority for the statement that within 
a fortnight Richeson offered a man in 


the Charles street jail $100 if he would 
get for him a small vial of cyanide of 
potassium, the same deadly poison that 
Richeson bought from a Newton Center 
druggist and gave to Avis Linnell. 


It was also learned today that Riche- 
son has been in constant communica- 
tion with Miss Violet Edmands since 
his arrest. He received a letter from 
Miss Edmands yesterday. She is still 
doing settlement work on the East Side 
in New York. 


Denth Chamber Ready. 

The death chamber in Charlestown 
State Prison is in readiness to receive 
Richeson. The men who will accom- 
pany him there have been assigned. A 
few minutes before the time set to re- 
move Richeson Sheriff Quinn will go ty 
Richeson’s cell and tell him that the 
change is to be made. 

The prisoners in the tiers of cells 
through which Richeson must pass will 
be moved to other parts of the jail, so 
that he may be spared their jibes. A 
closed carriage will be used and the 
route probably will be down Charles 
street to the Charles River dam, thence 
to Prison Point street and the State 
Prison. Here Warden Bridges will offi- 
cially receive Richeson, who will be 
quickly taken to the death house in the 
cell adjoining the electric chair. 

After Gov. Foss had spent an hour 
and a half in going over the report of 
Dr. lL. Vernon Briggs, the first alien- 
ist to examine Richeson, he took the 
report home to study it. 

“T shall not be able to make a de- 
cision until I get the reports from 
Drs. Stedman, Frost and Tuttle,” said 
Gov. Foss. “I expert these reports this 
morning, so that I will be able to de- 
cide on the matter soon after that.”’ 

Report of Examination. 

Dr. Briggs was in conference with the 
Governor at: the state house for an hour 
and a half. “The man’s life is in the 
balance,” said he solemnly. “I. can’t 
give even the faintest hint of my con- 
clusions as to Mr. Richeson’s mental 
condition. That is absolutely secret un- 
til the Governor wishes to make it pub- 
lic. I have submitted my report. 

“Tt is typewritten and somewhat 
lengthy. In making 4 full and formal 
examination for insanity a certain 
formula has to be followed. 

“At least ten hours ought to be de- 
voted to such a task. That is the min- 
imum and often it takes much longer. 
Such an ordeal is so trying for both 
the patient and the doctor that it iy 
best to divide it. I visited Mr. Rich- 
fon seven times and never spent less 
than two hours and a half with him 
each time. 

“No matter what conclusions may be 
reached while progressing with an ex- 
amination, one must go through with 
the full ‘routine to meet legal require- 
ments and be prepared to answer all

her husband, was responsible in a meas- 
ure for the Palmers’ domestic discord. 
“Mrs. James lived at our home from 
the time she killed her husband until 


two weeks before her baby was born,”’ 
said Mrs. Palmer, ‘‘and my husband 
devoted himself to her so constantly 
that he seemed to have no time for me. 
Her past troubles and her coming trial 
occupied his thought all the time, and 
he did everything he could to make her 
forget the one and prepare for a suc- 
cessful outcome of the other. The re- 
sult was that I finally got to feeling 
neglected, and decided to look out for 
myself.’’ 
Went Out With Other Men, 

In reply to her husband's allegation 
that she had received attentions from 
other men, Mrs. Palmer said: 

“It is true that I went out a few 
times with other men, because I could 
not bear the monotony of sitting at 
home all the time while Dr. Palmer de- 
voted himself so constantly to his sister. 
He gave her all his leisure, and spent 
money lavishly to provide her with 
clothes, amusements and everything she 
wanted. Naturally, I became jealous, as 
1 consider a man's wife his closest rel- 
}ative. I belleve @ man should love his 
‘sister, and do everything possible for 
her fh time of trouble, but I do not think 
he shauld neglect his own family on that 
account.”’ 

Chester Sharp, whom. Dr. Palmer 
names ih his petition, is a young man in 
ihe tailoring business in Memphis; Mrs. 
Palmer said. He spent last summer in 
St. Louis, and Mrs. Palmer said she 
went out with him because she. never 
could go out with her husband. 

‘The ‘bathing suit’ picture referred to 
by my husband in his petition, was made 
at Meramec Highlands,’’ said Mrs. Pal- 
mer. ‘We had a swimming party there, 
and one of the men took a photograph 
of us in our bathing suits. It is noth- 
ing worse than happens thousands of 
times at every watering place every 
summier.’’ | 

Nays She Coutemplated Suit. 

Mrs. Palmer said she contemplated 
filing a divorce suit several months ago, 
but was urged by her husband ‘to 
withhold the petition, as it might in- 
terfere with Mrs, James’ trial. Her first 
intimation that he was suing, she said, 
came Monday after he had departed for 
his office. 

“He called me by telephone,’’ she 
said, “‘and told me he had left me, and 
filed a petition, making it as easy for 
me as possible.”’ 

Mrs. Palmer said she would not con- 
test the suit. She is 23 years old. Hex 
mother, she said, resides in North St. 
Louis. 

Dr. Palmer, at 3353A South Jefferson 
avenue, where his office is, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he did not care to 
make any reply to comment from his 
wife.

Accumulates a New Bump.

Leading the policeman into the hair- 
dressing parlor, Rebman pointed out De 
Donato as the man who caused the 
bump by hitting him on the head with 
a bottle of perfume. 

De Donato admitted that. there had 
been an encounter, but denied dressing 
Rebman’s hair with a bottle. He said 
that Rebman had insulted him in ,de- 
manding payment of a bill. 

Rebman denied using insulting . lan- 
guage, but said that he made a propo- 
sition to lick everybody in the place~ 
strangle-holds and perfume bottles to 
be barred. 

Both Taken to Police Station. 

De Donato Insisted thet Rebman be 
arrested, too. Both were taken to po- 
lice headquarters, where they preferred 
cross-charges of disturbing the peace.

favor of abolishing at once the grade 
crossings which already have claimed a 
big death toll, to say nothing of the 
destruction of personal property. I do 
not believe the city ought to stand on 
the question of a little expense. I be- 
lieve the city should pay the conseqgen- 
tial damages, even if justice should de- 
mand that it be paid by the railroads, 
and thus avoid years of delay and cost- 
ly litigation. St. Louis ought not wait. 

OTTO F. KARBE, Secretary of the 
Million Population Club: I am op- 
posed te the city paying any part of the 
expense for abolishing the grade cross- 
ings. I believe the railroads ought to 
change the crossings and pay every 
cent of the cost. There is no justice in 
the city paying the consequential dam- 
ages. The railroads can afford to bear 
the entire burden—it will mean money 
in their pockets in the long run. St 
Louis ought not to give way to them in 
this, but should fight. If it be true that 
7% or 100 persons mikht be killed before 
the matter is settled, it is greatly to be 
regretted. But we have been standing 
this a long while already, and might 
stand it a little while longer rather than 
give way in this matter. 


FRED C. LAKE, President of the 
Asseciated Retailers: I favor the abo- 
lition of grade crossings as quickly 
as it can be done. Ags a city, we 
have progressed far beyond the point 
where such dangers to life and prop- 
erty should be countenanceid. I be- 
lieve we should {reach some plan 
which will be fair and equitable and 
will impose no hardships on either 
side, 

A, R, SCHOLLMEYER, President of 
the Real Estate Exchange: This is a 
vital question which, in my opinion, 
should be settled at once by the abo- 
lition of the grade crossings. They 
are a menace and a nuisance, expos- 
ing us to both danger and delay.

Per- 
sonally, I do not think the city 
should pay a cent toward the ex- 
penses, but if it will avert compli- 
cated legal procedings and years of 
delay, let us pay and have these 
death traps disposed of. 

ERNEST W. NAGEL, Secretary of 
the Southwestern Mercantile Associa- 
tion: There is no question as to the 
desirability of abolishing grade cross- 
ings and doing it just as soon as pos- 
sible. Under the caption, “Are We 
Waiting For This?” the Post-Dispatch 
recently printed a cartoon showing a 
collision between a locomotive and a 
street car at a grade crossing, and I 
have been watching the news columns 
daily in the dread that such an acci- 
dent would be reported: I favor a com- 
promise to prevent delays. If we can 
get prompt action by having the city 
bear the consequential damages, let us 
pay. Human life certainly is more pre- 
cious than the small amount of money 
the abolition of the crossings would 
cost us. If, for instance, 10 lives were 
lost in a grade crossing accident, who 
would say they were not worth more 
than all the city would be required to 
pay for the consequential damages of 
abolition?

“Our opponents contend against the 
bread-and-butter brigade,’’ said the 
Colonel. ‘‘We have to contend against 
the big bosses and the special interests. 
I wish to see Ohio take the lead, as it 
took the lead in its extraordinary vote 
in 1904, when I was running for Presi- 
dent. 

“IT see that yesterday Mr. Taft al- 
luded to me as a demagogue and an 
egotist. That will not tempt me to any 
retailiation in kind. But I want to point 
out that four years ago Mr. Taft had 
not discovered these things about me. 
I stand now where I did then. I have 
not changed my position. I preach‘ ex- 
actly what I preached four years ago, 
and Mr. Taft didn’t oppose it then.’ 

Col. Roosevelt went on to say that 
four years ago “every big boss’’ was 
against Mr. Taft, but that now they 
were all for him.

ASTOR’S LEAVING 


UULLEGE UNWISE, 
SAYS DEAN SNOW 


Veteran Washington University 
Instructor Asserts Education 
Cannot Be Replaced. 








COULD GET CASH ANY TIME 


Asserts Youth Will Realize, When 
He Is Old, Something Is Miss- 
ing in Life. 





A full half century of life in Ameri- 
can colleges, 45 years as an instructor 
and the rest as a student, has led re- 
tiring Dean Marshall Solomon Snow of 
the college of Washington University 
to the belief that the one thing in this 
existence that a person, who has the 
means, can least afford to miss is a col- 
lege education. 

The picture of Vincent Astor leaving 
Harvard in his freshman year to take 
up the management and enjoyment of 
$100,000,000 left him by his father, who 
was lost on the Titanic, is a sad spec- 
tacle viewed through the eyes of Dean 
Snow. 

“The money bags,” said Dean Snow, 
“are something that *he could put his 
hands on any time. But a college ca- 
reer is something that comes within 
one’s grasp only once and if it escapes 
‘t never gets within seizing distance 
again. Why the rush for the money? 
If he had waited until he had finished 
Harvard his rational capacity for en- 
joyment of the huge fortune would have 
been increased immeasurably. And I 
presume it is for the enjoyment of car- 
ryving it that he is putting the load upon 
his shoulders, for otherwise why take 
it up? 

“Never Can Purchase Ticket.” 
‘In saying this I presume that Astor 

is @ normal young man with an aptitude 
for learning. And to such a one no 
amount of money in the end will ever 
make up for lack of education. There 
are fields of intellectual enjoyment into 
which he will never be able to purchase 
a ticket and when he gets to be an old 
man like I am he will realize that there 
is something missing from his life.’’ 

As he sat in his office at the college 
Monday discussing with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the lessons that he has learned 
in 50 years at school, Dean Snow’s 70 
years of age seemed to bother him lit- 
tle. He is looking forward to the sum- 
mer vacation when he can sail a catboat 
in the sea with the same glee that an 
urchin who has just finished his last 
year in the common school looks for- 
ward to his long vacation as he realizes 
that there will be no school next year. 

Snow’s resignation as dean of. the col- 
lege of Washington University becomes 
effective June 13. He is to be succeeded 
as dean by Frederick Collier Hall, pro- 
fessor of Greek. He had been connect- 
ed with the university as dean and pro- 
fessor 42 years, 37 years as dean. 

Before that he was a professor at the 
old University of Nashville, in Tennes- 
see, a professor in Nashville and Wor- 
cester, Mass., high schools and a student 
at Harvard and Phillips Academy at Ex- 
eter, N. H. 

College professorships have not eager- 
ly been sought by ambitious young men. 
but Dean Snow’s graduated judgment is 
that there are few other fields with as 
bright inducements and that hold out so 
much promise of a life of real happi- 
ness. The college professor, says the 
dean, never will have a change of tour- 
ing cars, one for the country roads and 
another for the city pavements, he never 
will Own a yacht or even leave his chil- 
dren a comfortable fortune unless he 
has a windfall from somewhere, but if 
he just wants a happy life and is fond 
of work, he may have both in plenty. 

Joys of a Professor's Life. 

Some of the compensations of the pro- 
fessor’s life, the dean says, are the joys 
you feel when these things happen: 

When a man comes to you and 
says. “‘Don’t you remember me? I 
was in your class 15 years ago. Re- 
member how you worked with me 
and how you shaped the turning 
point in my whole life?’ 

When you enter on the long sum- 
mer vacation and get to the sea- 
shore for several months, away 
from the routine of life. 

When you receive a living wage, as 
nearly all college professors do. 

When your students turn out to be 
good and worthy. men. 

When the best society receives you 
gladly, as it does any cultured per- 
son, despite lack of wealth. 

And, lastly, when you can tell 
yourself that you have been engaged 
in a work worth while and that you 
have done it well. 

Dean Snow does not belleve a eoi- 
lege education is good for every per- 
son without exception. He says he has 
come in contact with many young men 
whom he advised to give up college and 
go to work. 


Has Advised Some to Quit. 
“And these,”’ said the dean, ‘‘were 


not always the dull. They were just 
boys who had a natural aversion and 
whose whole thought was centered on 
getting into some business. When I 
found them I counseled them to quit. 
They could not have taken the course 
with profit.”’ 

When he returns from his vacation 
Dean Snow will take up writing and 
lecturing. 

“I am going to enjoy myself now," 
said the dean, “‘but that does not mean 
that I will quit work. If I dia 1 
could not enjoy myself. But things will 
be easy, as I will be pensioned by the 
Carnegie foundation. I quit my college 
life full of satisfaction. Once when [ 
was a student I had a penchant for 
medicine. But if it Were all to be done 
over again I think I would choose the 
life of a college professor.”

Edward E. Campbell, editor and pro- 
prietor of the Alton Daily Times, was 
knocked out by Max Rubenstein, a city 
contractor, in a street fight, at Second 
and Market streets, Alton, at 6 p. m., 
Monday. Campbell had been criticising 
Rubenstein in his paper, charging him 
with being responsible for the removal 
of Chief of Police La Chance, a week 
ago. Campbell is Champ Clark’s cam- 
paign manager in Illinois. He was in 
charge of headquarters in Chicago dur- 
ing the primary campaign. 

In Monday’s issue Campbell printed 
an editorial saying that Rubenstein 
ought to be compelled to give a bond to 
leave the city for the city’s good. Rub- 
enstein called Campbell over the tele- 
phone and complained about the crit- 
icisms. 

“If you bother me I'll do some shoot- 
ing,”” Rubenstein said Campbeil replied 
over the. telephone. 

“You might as well get your gun 
ready, for I am coming Straight to 
your office,’’ Rubenstein said. 

Rubenstein started for the Times of- 
fice. He met Campbell at Second and 
Market streets, an intersecting point 
for the street car lines. A’ crowd of 
about 150 persons was waiting for the 
cars. 

Rubenstein rushed for Campbell and 
landed a blow squarely on the jaw. 
Campbell went down on the pavement, 
and was unable to rise. Persons in 
the crowd helped him to his feet. 
About that time Moses Rubenstein, 
son of Max Rubenstein, arrived and 
made for Campbell. .-Persons in the 
crowd held him. Young Rubenstein 
declared that while three men hela 
him, Campbell scratched his face with 
his finger nails. 


Max Rubenstein slipped into a drug 
store to get out of the way of the po- 
lice. He is 57 years old. Campbell is 
about 4, is six feet tall and weighs 
200 pounds. Rubenstein ig slightly 
smaller, but stockily built. 

Campbell and the two Rubensteins 
were arrested on cross-charges of dis- 
turbing the peace.

Surgeons to Amputate Peter 
Glasser’s Right Leg in Hope 
of Saving His Life. 








Surgeons in atendance | upon Peter 
Glasser, driver of the aeroplane which 
was wrecked at Kinloch Aviation Field 
Monday at 7 p. m., when Glasser’s com- 
panion, Raymond 8S. Wheeler, was killed, 
decided Tuesday it would be neecs*ary 
to amputate the wounded man’s right 
leg in a final effort to save his life. 
Glasser is at St. Luke’s Hospital. He 
rallied once in the morning after it was 
thought he was dying, and appeared 
much stronger, 

The accident happened just after Glas- 
ser had finished a flight and made what 
was applauded by the spectators as 
one of the most graceful landings seen 
at Kinloch. As both he and Wheeler 
were students and neither had as yet 
obtained a pilot’s license, they were 
excited over the applause and the fact 
that some of the spectators had rushed 
forward to congratulate them. 

This first flight had lasted about 18 
minutes. Glasser headed his Benoist bi- 
plane into the shifting air currents with 
the coolness of an expert and his land- 
ing was described by M. J. Stone of the 
Stone’ Aero Co. of Atlanta, Ga., as be- 
ing “like a pigeon dropping to - the 
ground.”’ 

Second Flight Arranged, 

It was nearly 7 o’clock, but. Glasser 
decided upon another trip before dark. 
Wheeler, who lived with him at the 
De Luxe Hotel, 6668 Delmar boulevard, 
obtained permission to go along. 

According to Stone, the youthful avi- 
ators had done well until they started 
to make a landing. As they neared the 
earth they encountered a drift of air 
which shot their machine upward. They. 
barely managed to clear a tree and for 
a moment those watching them breathed 
easier, although their peril was obvious. 

Wheeler Dies in a Car. 

Both men fell with their heads across 
the stee] rails of the car line. Wheeler 
died in a special United Railways car 
that’ was taking the injured men to 
Wellston, where ambulances were await- 
ing them. His body was sent to the 
morgue. Glasser was sent to St. Luke's 
Hospital. 

When the machine fell at the foot of 
the trolley pole, it caught fire. Wheeler 
and Glasser were dragged from the 
flames by spectators. 

Wheeler was 30 years old. He came 
here from Washington, D. C., to enter 
the aeroplane schoo] at Kinloch Field. 
Efforts are being made to find a sister 
who lives in Bradford, Pa., and notify 
her of the accident. 

Glasser is 27 years old, His home is 
in Billings, Mont., but he has been here 
for seevral months studying aviation. 
He has been considered an apt pupil. ' 


Two Aviators Are Hurt.

McMullen was seriously injured in an 
exhibition flight here.

(CAPTAIN, TOLD OF 
TITANIC'S ROCKETS 
REMAINED IN CABIN 


Master of the Californian Testi- 
fies at the British Inquiry 
Into Disaster. 


LONDON, May 14.—In the expectation 
that J. Bruce Ismay, managing director 
of the White Star Line, would be pres- 
ent, the hall and galleries were well 
filled today when the Board of Trade 
resumed its inquiry into the Titanic dis- 
aster. 

Capt, Stanley Lord of the Californian 
was the first witness. Sir Rufus Isaacs, 
Attorney-General, indicated that there 
would be a@ material difference between 
the stories of the captain and his offi- 
cers in regard to the steamer seen from 
the deck of the Californian the night of 
the catastrophe. 

Capt. Lord said he was sure the steam- 
er was not the Titanic, but a vessel of 
about the size of the Californian. 

* Vessel Sailed Away. 

Capt. Lord said he had not been told 
that the deck lights of the vessel had 
disappeared. The second officer of the 
Californian, he said, reported in the 
morning that the vessel whose masthead 
light had been seen, had stopped during 
the night, but had started again at 
about 1 o'clock, and went off to the 
southwestward, her stern light being 
seen at 2 o’clock. 

The witness continued: “It was re- 
ported in the morning the steamer which 
had been seen during the night had fired 
several rockets, but I saw only one. I 
thought it might have been a company 
signal or an acknowledgement of the 
Californian’s Morse signals by which he 
had been trying to communicate with 
the steamer. 

Would Have Heard Rockets. 

If they had been distress signals I 
should have heard the reports of the 
rockets, as the vessels were only five 
miles apart. I did not hear that the TIi- 
tanic had sunk until the morning. At 
that time I thought, as she was reported 
to be 19 miles away, we might have seep 
her sinking.’’ 

Allen Edwards, representing the Dock- 
ers’ Union, asked Capt. Lord whether 
he and his officers had not been of- 
fended by a wireless message from the 
Titanic telling the Californian to ‘‘shut 
up.”’ 

Capt. Lord replied that they did not 
discuss it. 

Other Officers Sent Out. 

The other officers of the Californian 
were sent out of court during the ex- 
amination of Capt. Lord. Capt. Lord 
said that both the apprentice and the 
second officer who were on the bridge 
during the night told him in the morn- 
ing that he had been called during the 
night, and report made to him that a 
vessel near by had been firing rockets 
and that he had answered the calls. 

He, however, could not remember 
doing so, and in the morning asked 
the second officer why he had not 
been called. 

That officer replied that he, himself, 
would have called the Capitain if he had 
thought that the rockets were distress 
signals. 

“While it would be dangerous to go 
through ice, if I had known the Titanic 
was sinking I should certainly have 
done so, although I do not believe I 
could have reached her in time,’’ said 
Capt. Lord. 

Saw Only Glare of Lights, 

Gibson, an apprentice on the Califor- 
nian, who was on the bridge of that 
vessel during the night of the disaster, 
said he could not see the outlines of 
the steamer which was lying near py, 
but tach ser the glare of her lights. He

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A “TOM FOOL PROPOSITION.” 
Many distinguished members of Congress and 
state party leaders do not agree with Mr. Roose- 
velt that a reform of presidential campaigns by 
limiting service in the executive office to one 
term of six years is a “tom fool proposition.” Of 
248 House members polled by the Post-Dispatch, 
209 unqualifiedly favor the reform. Of 47 Sen- 
ators polled, 37 favor it. 

This formidable sentiment among -elecied rep- 
resentatives of the people reflects the strong 
public opinion aroused by the astounding and 
humiliating spectacle of the Republican presiden- 
tial contest. The suggested amendment would} 
have prevented one brawling candidate from vio- 
lating his pledge not to seek a third term and 
resorting to the methods of ‘a political mounte- 
bank to obtain a nomination. It would have pre- 


ivented another brawling candidate now engaged 


in administering the great office of President 
from seeking a second term through methods 
Mr. Roosevelt denounces as the most scandalous 
use of patronage he has ever known. 

It is significant that the opposition of several 
of those shown by the Post-Dispatch poll to be 
unfavorable is based on the extension of the term 

rather than on the prohibition of subsequent 
terms. A four-year term with ineligibility is fa- 
vored by some. However, it will be wise to con- 
cede the two-year extension, if further terms are 
prohibited. It will make presidential elect'ons 
with their interruptions to business one-third 
less frequent than now. To adopt the plan will 
be to return to a “tom fool” idea much favored 
by the fathers in the constitutional convention 
of 1787. 

Many great men deprecated this substitution 
when the abuses of party govertiment developed 
in the United States. As we have previously 
pointed out, it was one of the few features of the 
civil government of the Confederacy widely com- 
mended in the North as well as the South. The 
strength the amendment has already gained 
should bring action on it with a minithum of de- 
lay. The effect would be admirable if submitted 
to the states by Congress before the meeting of 
the national conventions.

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THE SINS OF THE FATHER. 

President Taft and his Cabinet are said to have 
decided not to have anything to do with the 
launching of the new dreadnaught Texas if she 
is to be christened by the daughter of Col. Cecil 
Lyon. 

This will appeal to the country as a proper 
punishment upon that young woman for not 
holding her father in line for the President. The 
influence of pretty daughters upon strong fathers 
is too firmly established for Miss Lyon to say 
that she could not do anything. Her father has 
a chin, and she has a soft little forefinger. She 
can chuck and coo. Her father can give in. To 
wheedle and to be wheedled is to be father and 
daughter. It has ever been so, and Mr. Taft and 
his Cabinet had a perfect right to assume that it 
would be so when the seductive epithets of the 
Roosevelt boom fell upon Col. Lyon’s ear. 

It seems an extreme penalty to visit the sins 
of the father upon the daughter; but it must be 
recalled that the administration was dealing 
with the daughter, and never with the father. 

If she still expects to break a bottle of wine 
over the bow of the Texas, the least she can do 
for the administration is to exhibit something 
that she has already broken over the head of her 
incorrigible dad.

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BUSINESS SENSE AND STRIKES. 
All contracts between co-operative bodies de- 


pend on the sense of responsibility shown by 
test which proves conclusively that good faith is 
or is not binding. This consideration makes the 
action of the Chicago Typographical Union a 
matter of vital tmportance to all labor unions 
and to al] business. 

The violence of the struggle through which it 
was sought to draw the Chicago Typographical 
Union into a “sympathetic. strike” is local to Chi- 
cago and not of general importance except as it 
serves to gauge the pressure under which, if the 
‘Typographical Union had failed to vindicate its 
sense, there might have resulted in Chicago and 
elsewhere a period of disorganization for all 
business, with no basis for binding agreement 
and conclusive settlement possible on any point. 

When majorities in co-operative bodies bind 
themselves by vote and show the same sense of 
obligation which is expected of individuals, they 
establish and maintain the business basis. The 
vote of nearly two to one given by Chicago 
printers against the sympathetic strike showed 
ability to withstand pressure, good faith under 
the obligation of co-operative contract, and, 
above all, an intelligent appreciation of the first 
essential of business success for all labor unions, 
now and hereafter. 

The sympathetic strike is not testes but 
politics, and very foolish politics, as it demands 
the violation of all obligations in the alleged in- 
terest of “solidarity.” Keeping business con- 
tracts is common honesty. All business success, 
common and uncommon, 
pends on the power of the majority to keep its 
pledges. This is business honor and business 
sehse through which organized labor succeeds in 
spite of folly and fanaticism.
